-cool million and a half in tlie late '7()s. 
There was Killy Connors, now a pros 
perous bookmaker in this city, Sliang 
Draper, poor old Bob Scott an<l K<ls()ii. 
who fiai^y «^pM«lcd and bad them nil 
roped \mi after mic of the biggest and 
most sneeessfal Jeba ever carried Mt 
in this country. 

"Well, I won't stop to tclly<Miabo«t 
the Northampton bank robbery, be- 
cause it's the duty of every man to 
know about such a famous crime as 
that, anyway. What I want to talk 
about is .Mm Duiilap, the brains 
of that atTair. and of many an- 
otlier. Vou know that \ don't 
think there's such a thing as a 
crininal reforming. I've told you 
abont Mark Sfainburn and half a do/en 
othcn, and the only one of all the uU\ 
timers tliat*« BMdc a MnC at keeping 
straight is Dan NoUe. Kow Bob Srott 
and Jim Dunlap got a SO-bit. piece as 
the result of Kdson's squeal, and moved 
into Charlestown prison, near Boston, 
to serve it out. If ever two men got it 
hard those two did. They wereyoung. 
bright and strong men. when Ih^ y went 
in an(! a deteriniiied efToit was niiide, 
under onlers, 1 sii|)i)ose, to break them 
down. It's a triek they have of kiliiiig 
crooks in prison, and don't look that 
way, becaoae I Iwow what I'm talkiag 
abont. 

"Well. Bob Seott died under the gaff 
they gave bim, bat before he gave up 
the ghost he sent down to New York 
for his wife. Mary Scott, now the well- 
known Mary Scott Rowland, the com- 
plexion woman, and he tol«i her that 
it was only a matter of days with him. 
and that he wanted her to transfer her 
interest in him. after his death, to his 
pal, ,Jiin Dunlap, and to never cease 
working to secure a jKirdon for him. 
.Mary Scott swore that she would do 
it, and after Bob's death, she never 
missed making at least one visit a 
month to the Charlcetown prison, to 
see Jim. and to do all that sIm could 
to make bis prison life brighter. Say. 
her kindness to her late bnslMnd's 
friend was the only ray of sonshinein 
his life, and it kept him alive. Further- 
more, she made miserable the life of 
every governor of -Massachusetts, with 
hier uever-cea.sing pleas for the j)ardon 
of Jim Dunlap. Her fight for the man 
attracted universal attention and there 
was a great deal of symj)athy for her. 
But Jim Danlap was generally re^'ari!- 
ed as a man dangerous to the com- 
munity in which be OMved, and the po- 
lice of every city im the country pro- 
tested against bis being pordoaed. 

"Mary Scott's efforts were all to vato 
until (iov. Russell easw io. At that 
time Dunlap was a physical wreck. He 
had been in the hospital for weeks and 
it wasn't thought that he would live 
long. Mrs. Scott painted sueh a pic- 
ture of Jim Dunlap's sufTerings that it 
moved (Jov. Ifussell. and after IS years 
in prison Dunlap wa.s pardoned. He 
came out of Charlestown a physical 
wreck, and I remember that there was 
a great sensation at the time, because 
of the Bum's great eria^s and his in- 
teresting record. Mrs. Seott brought 
him back to New Toi^ aad wbcn the 
train pulled in at the Grand Central 
station there was a small army of re- 
porters at the dei»t to get inlvrriews 
with the famous .\ortb«impK>n bank 
burglar, who had been shut up in pris- 
on for IS years. The next day the pa- 
pers were full of the story, and there 
was an interview with the woman who 
had done so much to secure his pardon, 
in wbieli she sai»! that Dunlap wa« 
Iwokea in body and spirit, and would 
not live long. His remaining days, she 
said, woold be speat to some qaiet re- 
treat. llMve was a whole tot more 
stuff wvittcB aboat Jim Dantop and 
bis reeatranee into the world, but 
greater stress was laid on bis penitence 
for his crimes and bis determination 
to spend his last few years of life in h 
decent way thun any thing else. 

"Very little was heard of Jim Dun- 
lap after his release, but I heard from 
some crooks that he had entirely re- 
covered his health, f asked iheni \Vhat 
he was doing and they only winked, so 
as it was not any business of mine as 
long as he wasn't in .New York 1 let it 
goat that. Just the same 1 bad my own 
views on the auitter and how correct 
they were yoa will see ia a minute. 
Not long ago Jim Ouniap was arrested 
in Chicago as he was entwing bis 
apartments. He had a little block bag 
with liim, which, when opened, was 
found to contain a full set of finely 
wrought burglars' tools. 'l"here was 
also a box in the bag containing $128 
in silver. Jim made no kick about his 
arrest, but went along quietly, and is 
now awaiting trial on a charge of hav- 
ing burglars' tools in his possession. 
Dunlup was arrested l>eciause there 
have been a dooea safe btowiogsto Chi- 
cago to the past few aMwtbs. aad the 
character of- the work indicated that 
it had been done by an old band. He 
was know^ to be in Chicago, because 
when he left New York he went there 
and opened a saloon. Have you any 
doubt that Jim Dunlap had a hand in 
those Chicago safe blowings? Anj-- 
way, it's perfectly clear to a normal 
mind that a man with bag of bur- 
glars' tools, especially when it happens 
to be a man who has had 40 years' ex- 
perieoee oa a eradmauMh is k erook and 
not a man of good tatenttoas. That's 
the point I want to^jaake. 

"I tell you they don't reform, not a 
one of them. If 18 years in the tough- 
est prison in the country, and friends 
and opportunities such as few ex-con- 
victs have, won't reform a man. noth- 
ing will. Jim Dunlap hod all of these 
things, and yet the monkey's around 
at his old tricks, when he's a gray- 
haired old man, and sure to be nailed 
sooner or later. No, sir, there's no

—Every person owning, having" or 
keeping any dog shall be liable to the 
party injured, fw any damage done by 
such dug; hnt no ieeovery shall be 
had in ease the perm iiljued ia,at 
tha time, upon tbe premiaeaof the 
owner of the dog, aft«r ai^it, oren- 
gaged in some vntaiwfnlaet tai the day 
time: and it diall be lawful for any 
person to kill, or cause to be killed, 
any dog which he may find roaming 
at large on his premises without the 
presence of the owner or keeper of 
such dog, and to kill or cause to be 
killed, any dog which may be or may 
have been found killing, worrying or 
injuring any stock outside of the irt- 
closures of the owner of the dog.

A Timely Sermon. 

C— ay —nrit, Aft mh, Rev. 

B. A. ObiMMB, preached at the Forks 
Baptist church on, "Law and Order 
from the Bible Slaiiii-pciiiit.'' He 
dvvi lt ♦■specially upon the sins of un- 
lawful whisky selling and false swear- 
ing. The text chosen was, "Cry 
aloud and spare not, lift up thy voice 
like a trumpet, and declare unto iny 
people tbeir tnungreMkw mod to the 
buuae of Jaoolib their rim, Isaiah, 
fi8:L 

Henidtaivtk-fi0««al oTtliefa- 
then and mothers of this county 
lu?e asked me to preach on this theme 
And 1 protest, in the beginning, to 
all who hear or who may read the ser- 
moo that the speaker has in mind 
flulely the glory of (Jod and the .Salva- 
ti<m of men. Circuit court is coming 
when justice will be eitlier meted out 
to ofTendors. or defeated. I desire to 
lemi the inniicnce of my voice to those 
(irod given blessings, law and order. 
The sitnatioa in many paita of our 
state with leferenoe to lawlessness in 
eertain nmtters is too well known to 
to need eoament, and there is no need 
to comment upon tlie fact, that little 
effort IS being made in many places to 
enforce the law upon unlawful whis- 
ky aellen and those «Im» sareai false- 
ly as a result of their connection with 
that business. 

In many parts of Ivf ntucky the offi- 
cers of the law are either blind, cow- 
ards or corrupt men. Tht^sanie *iay 
be said of the citizens at large: or eLse 
they are indifferent to the higiiest in- 
terest (»f tlirtr state, f n rlew of these 
facts let us now consider: 

1. The relat ion of •'hliiid tiger" pr(t- 
prietors and fal.se swearers to law and 
order. I make, and hope to prove the 

Eneral statement, that they are out- 
irsof the m(»st dangerous type. The 
bible teaches obedience to existing 
law, be it good or bad. "IJe subject 
t(i every ordinance of man for the 
Lord s sake: whether it be to the 
king as supreme untofKoremois." 1st 
Peter, 2:i:{. A man has the rii^it to 
work f< ir t he repeal or abrofation of a 
law. ))ut has no right to violate it 
while it is in force. 

One of the dangerous tendencies in 
Kentucky today is that total disre- 
gard for laws -game laws, election 
laws, commercial laws, and swial and 
moral laws are knowingly and openly 
violated. (>ur state teei'ns with out- 
laws that we are not trying to appre- 
hend or suppress— outlaws, in some 
respects more dangerous than the mur- 
derer and the liigwayman. See the 
unlawful li(iuor seller. His business 
is bad enough when he a<-ts under 
forms of the existing law. but he adds 
to his bu.sine.s.s the crime of being an 
tmtlaw. He shamefully violates the 
laws up<in our law l>M»ks. As an out- 
law he ruins the health and character 
of thou.siinds of the men of our coun- 
try. As such, he robs homes ttf need- 
«d money, and husbands and fathers, 
and' sons, yea, he in some instances 
robs the cause of Christ of workers 
and means to carry on the works, 

taiv. •■**«l»8ionB out 

Out of this curse has grown another 
class of outlaws more dangerous if 
possible than the former, i refer to 
lal.se swearing in order to protect the 
whisky outlaw. Ask any truiliful 
.grand juryman and he will tell you 
that men are watched, that they are 
seen to enter whisky dens, that they 
come befora the jury with whisky on 
their breath and swear they have nev- 
er In-en to such a place and know 
uotUiug about it. Outside of the jury 
room they will say that is a choice of 
telling a lie on the 'chute" or swearing 
a lie l)efore the jury, and that they 
prefer the latter. They thus perjure 
themseives, make themselves outlaws 
and bec(»me liable to the penitentiary. 
This is one of the must productive 
schools of crisMonearth. it bogets 
disregard for all truthfulness and dis- 
regard for any law. It is a solemn 
thing to take an oath and then testi- 
fy. The witness either places his 
hand on a bible or lifts it toward 
heaven, and swears to tell the "truth, 
tha whole truth, and nothing but the 
trath, to the best of his knowledge, so 
help him God." The outlaw who will 
violate such an oath renders home and 
life unsafe, and destroys the very 
foundatioilk of oar social and relicfous 
life. ^ 

^>ut of the two foregoing crimes a 
tluid arises: Namely, that of not en- 
forcing or of evading the law,by those 
who should be its keepers. Officers, 
duly or unduly elected, cannot, or will 
not enforce the law. Sometimes they 
are ele< ted to "wink at" such things: 
S(jmetimes public sentiment makes 
them afraid: sometimes cannot, or do 
not get a jury that will indict or con- 
if i* * ^•«%hlf responsibility 
before €k>d and men to be an officer of 
the law. He takes a .solemn oath to 
faithfully e.vecuLe to the best of his 
ability his office according to law The 
inan who fails to live up to that oath 
is a perjured man and an outlaw most 
dangerous to .society and state. 

It is a solemn duty, that of serving 
on a grand jury. He swears that he 
"will diligently imjuire of and present 
all treas<»ns, felonies and misdemean- 
ors, of which be has knowledge, or 
mar receive information.** An ex- 
whisky seller once told me that a part 
of his w hi.sky business was to watch 
out and pack the juries at every court. 
To do this he had to have his "pull" 
on the whole jury system. Another 
form of lawuessoess is the evasion of 
law. Physteians and druegists enable 
men to get liquor under torms of law. 
while thespiiltaftkalawiBheiavvi. 
olated. 

PhysiehHW glvn oat oignod piwcrip- 
tions, men can fill theai out to suit 
themselves. Druggists sell on such 
prescriptions. The physician who will 
dotbisisan outlnvandadiiinoe to 



his high calling. The druggist who 
knowingly fills .such a prescription is 
no Ijetter than the outlaw who sell on 
the "cnute." The man who will thus 
buy it and gratify his b;ise appetite is 
as "degraded and dangerous as the one 
who buys and drinks < n the chute and 
then swears a lie. He lies in a differ 
ent form, that is all. The principle 
is tile same and (iod sees it as such 
And HOW remember, that behind them 
all is the voter «nd the dUaen. His 
votes put the officers there; his lack 
of interest ()r energv allows the laws 
to go unenforced. Before Cod he will 
be guilty along with the others. (lod 
.sets him to see that the proper laws 
arc made and enforced, and to teach 
and artmse the light sentiment in the 
community. These things lead us to 
say: 

2d. Tpon all the.se outlaws rest the 
most awful judgments of God, in 
ymeaad eternity. The '*w<mbb" of 
God rc St upon tbem. It should make 

a sinner shudder andtotliink of a 

"wue" of God falling upon him. 

1. Tpon the seller. 

"WoK unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink, that addest thy ven- 
om thereto, and niakest him drunken 
also." Heb. 2:1"). Did you ever know 
a whisky seller who continued in it, 
who died hoiutrably and peaceably":' 
They either go suddenly or in a brawl. 
The curse of God Is upon thsm>

"Woe unto them that are mighty to 
jjrink wine, and men of strength to 
minirle strong drinks. Woe unto them 
thatri.se up early in the morning that 
they may follow strong drink: that 
tarry late at night till wine inflame 
them."

Acts 
fcl-ll. God hates lying for good rea- 
sons for the man w ho will swear a lie, 
is the most dangerous character on 
earth. No man is safe before him. 

4th. Upon the man who evades or 
fails to enforce law - "Their liands 
are upon that which is evil to do it 
diligently; the prince asketb and the 
judge is ready. for reward; and the 
great man he uttereth the mischief of 
his soul: thus they weave it togeth- 
er." Micah. 7:3: "That justify the 
wicked for reward, and take away the 
righteousness of the righteous from 
him." Isjiiah, o:23. In ail their eva- 
sion of law there is hope for reward 
somewhere. To the (tfficer the reward 
of votes; to the physician the reward 
of patients: to the druggist the reward 
of customers: to the drinker the re- 
ward of gratifying his base appetite. 
But the woe of tJod is upon all such. 
They "all must appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ, that each 
one may receive the things done in 
the body, according to what he hath 
done, wtiether it be good or bad." — 
Oor. 5:10— "In the day wben God shall 
judge the kkckkts of men— by Jesus 
Christ."— Rtmi. 2:l(i. 

In view of these solemn things and 
in view of the present crisis, for there 
is a crisis in tiiese things now on us. 
I call upon the officers and citizens in 
the name of God and humanity, and 
law and order to see that the laws are 
enforced. If a man will be an outlaw 
let him pay the penalty. Send the 
sellers to \m. and tlw liars to the pen. 
Impea^ corrupt officials if there be 
such. Demand of citizens that they 
report known cases. 

I call upon preachers to fearles.sly 
preach "righteousness, temperance 
and judgment to come." Be as brave 
for righteousness as sinners are for 
sin,— and when we do our duty before 
God in behalf of humanity we shall 
see regard for law and "order, and 
righteousness and God.— Amen.
